and paſt re the lame feollees had ſufficient paſture, as muche 
as belõged vnto theyꝛ tenemẽtes, it was pꝛouided e graũted, that what 
loeuer perſons ſo enfeoſted, bꝛought allpſe of vel diſſeiſin, oł thepʒ comon 
ofpature,e beloꝛe the iuſtices it were recogniſed, that they had almuch 


paſture as dyd luſfiſe vnto theyz tenementes, and that they had 3 
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greſſe, and egreile into, d from their tenemẽtes vnto theyꝛ paſture, that 
then they ſhould therwith be contented, and that they, vpon whome they 
had complapned, ſhould depart quiete with that, that they myght niake 
theyꝛ pꝛokite of tyeyz landes, waſtes, woddes , and paſtutes. Ind it it 
were laped that they had not ſufficient paſture, oꝛ ſufficient ingtrelle, and

And where allo in the parlament holden at Weſtminſter, after Eal⸗ 
ter, the. xui.pere otthe reygne or king Edward the fyrſt, it was oꝛ denied 
that where in the ſtatute made at Marton, it was agreed, that loꝛdeg 
of waſtes, woddes, and paſtures, myght appꝛoue them ſelues of theyz 
waſtes, woddes, and paſtures, notwithſtandyng the gayneſaping, and 
contradiction of they tenauntes, whyles the lame tenauntes had ſuffi- 
dient paſture to thepꝛ tenementes, with free ingrelſe, and egrelle, into, a 
fromthe lame. And koꝛ that no mencion was made betwene neighbour 
and neighbour, manye Lo2des of waſtes, woddes, and paſtures, vnts 
that time were let by contradiction, oꝛ gapnlaping okneyghbours, ha⸗ 
upngſuticient paſture. And fozalmuche as fozeyn tenauntes haue no 
greater right of commoning in the wood, Walt, oz paſture of anp Loꝛde 
then the pꝛopꝛe tenantes of the lame loꝛde, it was from thencefourth o2« 
deyned, that the layed Statute pꝛoupded at Marton, betwene the loꝛd 
ind his tenauntes, ſhould haue place from thenceloꝛth betwene the L02- 
des ort waſtes, woddes, and paſtures, and neighbours, lauing ſufficient 
paſture to theyʒ men, and nepghbours, ſo that the Lozdes ofthe ſame 
Wat, waſtes, woddes and paſtures maye appꝛoue them lelues of the 
telidue, and that the lame ſhoulde be oblerued ofthem that claume pal⸗ 
ture, as perteinyng to theyꝛ tenauntes.

And that by occa⸗ 
lon of a Windmyll, ſhepehoule, dairye, augmentation, oꝛ encreale of a⸗ 
pe court necellarpe, oꝛ curtilage, from thencefourth, no man ſhould be 
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ued by allile of e dſeiſon, ofcommon of paſture . Ind foꝛ as much ag 
it happeneth ſometyme that ſome men hauyng right to appꝛoue to hym 
(cl:e,yath made, oz leuied a diche, oꝛ a hedge, c other by night, oz luch o⸗ 
ther tyme, when they beleue they2 deede ſhould not be knowen, dooe,oz 
will caſt downe the lame diche, oz hedge, and that it cannot bee knowen 
by veredite ol allile, oꝛ iurie, who dyd caſt down the lame diche oz hedge 
no2 the men ol the next towne wil endicte themthat be gyltie ofthe ſame 
deedes, then the next towneſhyp adioignung about the lame {Halbe del⸗ 
treigned to leuie, and make vp the lame diche, oz Hedge, at theyz pꝛopꝛe 
coſtes, and to pelde dammages, as in the layed eſtatute emongeſt other 
thynges mozeplapnly appereth. l 
And fozalmuche as the atozeſayed eſtatutes been thought benefici- 
all foz the common wealth ot thys realme of Englande. Be it enacted 
by the kyng our Souereygne Loꝛde, with the allent of the Loꝛdes ſpi⸗ 
rituall, andtempozall, and the commons in thys pꝛelent parlament al⸗ 
lembled, and by the aucthozitie of the lame, that all and euery the layed 
Statutes, and all bzaunches, clauſes, articles, ſentences, matters, and 
poynctes conteyned, and ſpecityed in them, and euery ofthem, nowe not 
repealed, ſhall from hencetourth be good, and effectuall, and allo ſtand, 
and be in their full ſtrength, foꝛce, and eftect.

- Yndfo2 almuche; as ſuche euyll dylpoled perſones , whiche oflate 
tyme made Commocions and Rebellion,n certaine places, within this 
Realme, being but fewe in number, at ſuch tyme, as they dyd begyn the 
ſame commocion, were not in ſhoꝛt tyme ; after the begynnyng thcrok, 
luppꝛeſled by ſtrength, foꝛ that the kingeslomng ſubtectes, foz feareto 
incurre in daunger ot the la wes ofthys realme, durſte not take = 
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them lo to doe, a great numbꝛe of cuill dyſpoſed perſones, dyd come and 
jopgne themlelues to the lated lmall nuvze,wherbythelame evil diſpo-
